SCREENS YET. . 


LITTLE less than ten years ago 
Dr. Arthur McCormack, then 
chief health officer of the 
ama Canal Zone, advocated the 
abandonment of screening. His idea 
that the zone had been made so free 
from yellow fever, typhoid and malaria 
that screening was unnecessary. Since 
there were so few flies and mosquitoes 
it was wasteful to screen houses against 
them. His advice was not accepted. 
The people were too much under the 
influence of Gen. Gorgas for that. Many 
of them had witnessed his fight for 
screens a little more than ten years be- 
fore. They had experienced the improve- 
ment that screening had brought about. 
It was too much to ask them to con- 


I am sure, had I been there, I would 
have been with those who stood for 
screens. And yet there are a fair num- 
ber of unscreened buildings in the Canal 
Zone today. . Most of them are office 
buildings and stores occupied during the 
daytime only. Some are shacks and 
other structgres that shelter a few peo- 
ple at night. Much of the work’ done 
in‘and near the channel is done after 
the hour when the last ship starts 


day when transit is renewed. These 
men do not work behind screens, - 


In Panama City meat. and fish count- 

ers are not screéned.' People sleep im 
unscreened quarters. There are few 
flies and fewer mosquitoes.* There is no 
typhoid and no yellow fever, and malaria 
is fajrly rare. The baby death rate from 
diarrheal diseases is low enough to com- 
pare favorably with that of more north- 
ern cities. Flies are spreading less diar- 
rhea to babies in Panama City than 
they are in New York, Chicago, Los An- 
geles, or Richmond. . 
' They seem to be approaching the point 
where they can get along without screen- 
ing; when they can live comfortably 
and keep healthy in spite of insects. 
The reason is that they go back to the 
source. They prevent mosquito breed- 
ings by drainage, oiling and the clean- 
ing out of undergrowth. 

It was Dr. McCormack’s notion that 
it was better to spend the money in 
this direction than on screening. He 
was right as to his main theme, but he 
Was probably wrong as to time and 
place. If the screens were not there, 
the present health officer, Col. Cham 
lain, probably would not recommend t 
the necessary money be spent to put 
them in. He would say to spend it 
rather in the prevention of breeding of 
mosquitoes and flies. But they are in 
and he will be slow to change the és- 
tablished policy. And he should be.

The McSwinneyites claim they have the 
true milk of the republican doctrine and at the 
moment are more abusive against the De Valeraites 
than against the free staters. 

The best — I can gather here believes the 
republicans are finished as a force in Irish politics. 

Now, what has the present government of the 
free state to offer the electors as an inducement to 
return it to power? I asked this question of Presi- 
dent William Cosgrave this morning, and quick as 
a flash came back the reply: 

“Our record,” 

As President Cosgrave related it to me, the record 
will be hard to attack. When the Cosgrave gov: 
ernment assumed power four years ago it was over 


a country racked by revolution, distracted by civil 


war. Today it is a country united and peaceful 

and prosperous as any in Burope, taking into fic:

“Our prison population has gone down 50 per 
cent since 1918, which was the last normal year 
under British rule,’ President Cosgrave continued. 
“That might mean crime is undetected and unpun- 
ished, but it does not. Last year out of every ten: 
crimes committed we made nine arrests and. se- 
cured eight convictions. Bank robbery used to,be 
an economie proposition forthe robbers, because 
they got away with it. In the Jast four bank rob- 


beries we recovered the money in two cases and

“In 1920, under British rule, every Irish subject

TRAFFIC CHIEFS 


|Gather Here This Week 


PARKING PROBLEM 


for Conference. 


BY J. L. JENKINS. 

The vital question of downtown 
parking prohibition is expected to be 
one of the chief issues discussed by 
mayors and traffic experts of @ score 
of American cities this week when 
they meet in the Palmer house for 
the city traffic conference arranged by 
the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce. 

For more than a year students of 
traffic from the Pacific coast to New 
York have been advocating the theo- 
retical advantage of clearing all parked 
cars from congested business districts 
in leading cities of the United States. 
Traffic surveys in Los Angeles, Chicago, 


Cleveland, and other centers have been 
introduced to prove that downtown 
parking restricts the use of approxi- 
mately one-half of the available street 
‘space and benefits less than 10 per cent 
of the motorists using these congested 
streets; but actual ordinances prohibit- 
ing business district storage have failed 
to materialize. 

In one or two instances attempts to 
clear away parking in the daytime 
have failed. In Chicago’ the question 
is one of the many under considera- 
tion by the city council] as a result of 
introduction of the new Chicago traffic 
code proposed by the Chicago Associa-| 
tion of Commerce following its exhaus- 
tive survey. j

Weak Situation in Corn. 


Speculatively there is a weak situation 
in corn. The open interest averaged 
84,959,000 bu last month, or 11,500,000 bu 
more than in March last year, and the 
jargest of any month in more than a 
year. At the close of March it was 81,- 
455,000 bu, while the visible supply was 
45,000,000 bu.. That so much corn could 
be bought in a slow speculative market 
shows how deceptive general market ap- 
|pearances are. It suggests that specu- 
lators are carrying hedges against the 
visible supply, in addition to a large 
speculative short ingerest, as there must 
be a long for every short.
